INTEREST ON 
FARMERS’ 
INDEBTEDNESS CURTAILED 


Federal Land Bank and Land Bank 
commissioner's farm mortgage loans 
in Texas have refinanced farmers’ in­ 
debtedness upon which annual inter­ 
est charges formerly ran from 5 per 
cent, to 9 per cent in most cases, it 
was shown 
in an analysis 
by the 
Farm Credit Administration of more 
than half the loans closed from June 
1st, 1933 thru March 31, 1934. 
The highest rate farmers now pay 
on the mortgages into which these 
debts have been refinanced is 5 per 
cent and on a large proportion it is 
only 4 J M T cent. 
The savings re­ 
sulting from reduced interest charges 
applies .of course, not merely to one 
year but to the life of the loan. 
The analysis dealt only with the 
interest rates paid on first and second 
mortgages, and upon short-term Com- 
moreiab bank loans. 
It did not deal 
with other classes of debt or many 
other untraceable items bearing upon 
the cost to farmers of carrying their 
debts, such as loan and renewal f«*es. 
The total of loans closed from June 
of last year thru March of this year 
in Texas was about $67,499,000. 
While tin* bulk of tin* loans carried 
rates from five per cent to nine lier 
cent, in a number of localities and in 
the eases of a number of loans, inter­ 
est rates of ten per cent, and in a 
few cases, above ten per cent, were 
paid by farmers on their debts. 
The average rate paid by farmers 
on mortgage debts refinanced with 
land bank loans in Texas was 6.3 per 
cent, while the average paid on short 
term, commercial bank loans was 8 
per cent. 
Corresponding figures for 
mortgage and short term debts refi­ 
nanced 
with 
commissioner’s 
loans 
were, respectively, 6.9 j**r cent and 
8.8 per cent. 
The average charge on all the in­ 
debtedness refinanced with land bank 
loans was 0.4 |H*r cent. 
Against this 
rate farmers pay on their land bank 
loans 4.5 per cent interest until July 
ll. 1938, sifter which the rate 1k»- 
comes 5 per cent. 
Borrowers who ob­ 
tained their loans directly from fed­ 
eral land banks instead of thru na­ 
tional farm loan associations, pay a 
rnte 
of I jier cent higher. . 
CCHe average interest rate on all 
debts of farmers refinanced with com­ 
missioner’s loans was 7.1 
per cent,, 
against which the farm ers. pow pay 
a rate of 5 per cent.
